The general charge 
set up in the document is of conspirao 
to defraud the Government, and an al 
tempt is made to show the frandalen 
proceedings of the alleged conspirators 
in the manipulation of the contract fo 
carrying the mails on the route betweoi 
Prescott, Aritoaa, and Santa Fe, New 
Mexico, a distance of 400 miles. Th 
document charges the alleged eonspira 
tors with defrauding the governmen 
out of $350,000 > manipulated con 
tracts for the mail service on the par- 
ticular route between July 1, 78 an' 
June 30, '80.
